SON, an Anglo-Catholic clergy- 
man and writer, recently contribut- 
ed an article te the Catholic Her- 
ald, ef Lenden, in which he sees an 
impending crisis in the Church of 
England. | 

The Anglican Church has had, 
fer a couple of centuries, a 
pro-Catholic group of clergymen 
and another group quite antagonis- 
tic to this one. The chief contro- 
versy centers about the Eucharist. 
There are those clergymen who be- 
lieve strongly in the Real Pres- 
ence, who offer the Mass every 
day, who reserve the Blessed Sac- 
rament for the adoration of the 
people; and there are those who 
have the spirit of the Henrys and 
Edwards and Elizabeths, who for- 
bade the very use of the Mass and 
whe placed heavy penalties on the 
priest whe would offer it. 

The non-conformist churches in 
England are of much the same 
character as those which we have 
over here. They are Methodist, 
Presbyterian, Baptist, and have no 
interest in Anglo-Catholicism.

The serviceman’s family, his pay worries, his enter- 
tainment and general welfare, all these are often the 
province of the chaplain. He must be the priest, the 
confessor, the counsellor and the brother of those he serves.

One True Church 


The Apostles’ Creed expresses 
the clear concept the Apostles had | 
about the Church of Christ: “I be-| 
lieve in the holy Catholic Church.” | 
In the year 325 immediately after | 
the cessation of the official perse- | 
cution of Christ’s Church in Italy, | 
a General Council was held in the | 
city of Nice, in Asia Minor, at 
which this tenet was amplified to 
read: “I believe in one, holy, Cath- 
olic and Apostolic Church.”

New Buildings At St. Vincent Villa 
To Be Dedicated At Simple Rites 


Fort Wayne — The administra- 
tion building, infirmary, Sisters’ 
quarters and two large cottages, 
recently completed buildings at St. 
Vincent's Villa, here, will be dedi- 
cated at simple ceremonies, Sun- 
day afternoon, October 19, at 3:00 
o’clock by the Most Rev. John F. 
Noll, D.D., Bishop of Fort Wayne. 

The people of Fort Wayne and | 
surrounding area have been ex-| 
tended an invitation to attend the | 
dedicatory ceremonies and Cath-| 
olics in the diocese are invited to. 
the Villa whenever they | 
chance to be in the city. | 


First Orphanage | 


The first orphanage built | 
Indiana, and even. in the North-| 


| west Territory, was located on the | 
‘present site of Notre Dame Uni-| 


versity. It was erected in 1833 by | 
the first priest ordained in the| 
United States, the Rev. Stephen 
Theodore Badin, and was intended 
chiefly for the Potowatomie Ind- 
ians. It was chartered by the Legis- 
lature of Indiana as an Indiana 
corporation known as St. Joseph 
Orphan Asylum on February 2, 
12833. . 


in | 


The first diocesan orphan asy- 
lum was erected by Bishop Luers, 
the first Bishop of Fort Wayne in 
the year 1866. Writing to the 
elergy and laity of the diocese in 
August, 1866, the Bishop observed: 


“The number of Orphans in our 


' 


such an extent that the erection | 
of an asylum for them has become | 


ian imperative necessity. 


“Tt is a holy duty, incumbent} 
upon us all, to,take care of the| 
spiritual and bodily wants of those | 
who have no longer father and mo- | 
ther to do it for them and who, 
like strangers, now wander over 
God's wide earth imploring our 
pity, mercy and love. 

“A year ago I purchased twenty- 
five acres of land adjoining this 
city, for the purpose of building | 
such an Asylum upon them, but, as 
yet, it has not been commenced.” 

This property is the present site | 
of St. Vincent Villa. The Bishop |

the young diocese could not afford 
the cost of building on this vacant 
property because it would entail 
an outlay of $30,000.00 to 
$35,000.00. 


For this reason, to quote the 
Bishop, “I purchased the Spitler 
farm at Rensselaer, for $18,000.00.” 
The Bishop continued: 


“This place contains 933 acres, 
650 of which are under fence, 
200 under cultivation, 100 wood, 
the balance prairie. There are on 
it two dwelling-houses, one of 
which eontains twelve rooms, af- 
fording accommodation for forty 
or fifty orphans; barn, stables, ex- 
cellent water, garden, fruit trees, 
shrubbery and stone for building. 
It is half a mile from Rensselaer, 
the County Seat of Jasper County, 
Indiana. The Iroquis River flows 
between it and the town. All the 
breadstuffs and vegetables neces- 
sary to support the orphans can be 
raised on this farm. Milk can be 
used instead of tea, coffee and 
sugar. The land is admirably adapt- 
ed for grazing purposes. Stock 
which, comparatively, requires 
little labor, and commands an ex- 
cellent price, can be raised in 
abundance.” 


Building At Lafayette 


The orphans of the Diocese of 
Fort Wayne, which then included 
the territory now occupied by the 
Diocese of Lafayette, were housed 
and schooled at Rensselaer until 
the year 1875 when Bishop Joseph 
Dwenger, the second Bishop of 
Fort Wayne, erected an orphanage 
for boys at Lafayette. Later he 
erected another for girls in Fort 
Wayne, in the year 1886. Bishop 
Noll recalls the dedication of this 
building very vividly since he 
served as an altar boy on that 
occasion. 


In the year 1933 Bishop Noll 
completed the erection of new 
buildings at St. Vincent’s, closed 
the orphanage for boys at Lafa- 
yette, and moved them to Fort 


told his people in his letter that; Wayne. Many of the boys at Lafa- 
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yette had sisters at St. Vincent's, 
and they never had an opportunity 
of seeing each other. 


The Bishop changed the name 
of St: Vineent’s Orphan Asylum 
to St. Vincent's Villa because he 
followed the cottage style of hous- 
ing and caring for the children. 
The cottages are large and provide 
for twenty-four children on each 
floor. According to the cottage 
plan, the children have only two 
persons to direct them, the one 
who mothers them in the cottage 
and the school teacher in the class- 
room. 


Up-To-Date School 


Besides these. cottage buildings, 
Bishop Noll erected an_ up-to-date 
grade school containing eight class- 
rooms and eight dining rooms 
where the children eat. accordin 
to their cottage family. A beauti- 
ful chapel was also built at that 
time, along with a new gymnasium. 


The oldest building on the pro- 
perty, which was dedicated in 
1866, was partly destroyed by fire 
and water in the summer of 1950. 
This necessitated the sending back 
to relatives of a considerable num- 
ber of children. This structure was 
dismantied and in its place a new 
administration building, infirmary, 
sisters’ quarters, together with two 
more large cottages were erected. 

Access. to the chapel and the 
school is had during the winter 
through underground tunnels. 
which also house the steam pipes 
from the power house to the build- 
ings. 

Since St. Vincent's Villa is well 
within the corporate limits of Fort 
Wayne, the Bishop deemed it ad- 
visable to spend more on the ex- 


terior embellishment than would. 


otherwise have been done. 

_ The new Administration Build- 
ing is credited to Frank Bobay, 
who was one of the first orphans 
at St. Vincent's, and who, in his 
last will and testament, left to the 
Villa an estate valued at from 
$40,000.00 to 50,000.00 which, dur- 
ing the many years since, reached 
a value close to $70,000.00. Of 
course that sum defrays only about 
10% of the new improvements. 
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Stevenson 
To Speak 
At N.D. 


Notre Dame—Governor Adlai 
Stevenson will address the faculty 
and student body of the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame at a special 
convocation on the morning of 
Wednesday, October 22nd, it was 
announced today by the Rev. Tlieo- 
dore M. Hesburgh, C.S.C., presi- 
dent of the University. ‘ 


Father Hesburgh had _ invited 
both Democratic and Republican 
presidential candidates to speak 
at Notre Dame “on the crucial 
moral and spiritual issues of the 
current campaign which are of 
such vital interest to all Ameri- 
cans.” General Dwight D. Elisen- 
hower, the Republican standard- 
bearer, visited the Notre Dame 
campus on September 15. 


In a telegram accepting Father 
Hesburgh’s invitation Stevenson 
declared: 7 


“Greatly appreciate your invita- 
tion to speak at Notre Dame on the 
morning of Wednesday, October 
22. I accept this most gracious in- 
vitation with pleasure. I always 
look forward to speaking to young 
people since they hold the future 
of our great democracy in their 
hands.” 


The Democratic presidential can- 
didate will be in South Bend for 
approximately an hour-and-a-quar- 
ter on October 22nd. Details of his 
visit to the Notre Dame campus 
will be announced in the near fu- 
ture, Father Hesburgh said.
